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OBJECTIVES  AND  METHODS 


The  U.S.  Army  Environmental  Center  (AEC)  tasked  the  Mandatory  Center  of  Expertise  for  the 
Curation  and  Management  of  Archaeological  Collections  (MCX)  with  the  job  of  assisting  Army 
installation  personnel  in  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Native  American  Graves 
Protection  and  Repatriation  Act  (P.L.  101.-601,  NAGPRA).  The  MCX  was  asked  to  locate  and 
assess  archaeological  collections  derived  from  Army-owned  lands,  to  identify  the  federally 
recognized  Native  American  tribes  roost  likely  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections,  to  draft 
Section  6  Summary  letters  for  each  installation,  and  to  conduct  physical  inventories  of  any 
collections  that  contain  human  skeletal  remains.  This  report  conveys  the  results  of  the 
collections  research  completed  to  assist  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex  in  complying  with  the 
Section  6  Summary  requirements  of  NAGPRA. 

The  MCX  used  a  two-stage  process  to  identify,  locate,  and  assess  the  contents  of 
archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  First,  archival  research  was  performed  to  review 
all  archaeological  site  records  and  reports  for  the  installation.  Second,  telephone  interviews  were 
conducted  with  personnel  at  installations,  universities,  museums,  and  archaeological  contractors 
that  were  identified  during  the  archival  research  as  possible  repositories  of  Army  collections. 

Archival  research  for  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex  began  with  a  search  of  the  National 
Archeological  Data  Base  (NADB)  for  references  pertaining  to  the  installation.  This  was 
followed  by  a  thorough  examination  of  all  archaeological  site  forms  and  a  literature  review  of  all 
pertinent  archaeological  reports  and  manuscripts  on  file  at  the  Office  of  Archaeological  Services, 
University  of  Alabama  Museum,  Moundville,  Alabama.  The  records  search  was  performed  at 
the  Office  of  Archaeological  Services  in  July  1995  and  sought  to  identify  any  work  on  the 
installation  that  may  have  produced  archaeological  collections. 

Subsequent  telephone  interviews  to  potential  collections  repositories  ascertained  whether 
the  materials  were  present  and  the  range  of  objects  in  each  collection.  Once  the  collections  were 
located  and  assessed,  MCX  personnel  identified  federally  recognized  Native  American  tribes  that 
are  likely  to  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  materials  in  the  collections.  Draft  Section  6 
Summary  letters  are  enclosed  for  each  of  these  tribes  (Appendix  I),  as  well  as  a  listing  of  the 
current  tribal  chairperson  (Appendix  II). 
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RESEARCH  RESULTS 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS  AT  COOSA  RIVER  STORAGE 

ANNEX 

Archaeological  work  on  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex  consists  of  one  intensive  cultural  resource 
survey  of  2,834  acres  done  in  fulfillment  of  Base  Realignment  and  Closing  (BRAC)  requirements 
for  closure  of  the  facility  and  disposal  of  the  property.  The  fieldwork  was  completed  by  New 
South  Associates,  Irmo,  South  Carolina  in  1994,  and  the  final  report  was  submitted  on  July  31, 
1995.  The  survey  resulted  in  the  identification  and  documentation  of  three  historic  cemeteries, 

28  isolated  finds,  30  archaeological  sites,  and  123  ammunition  storage  buildings.  Artifacts  were 
collected  from  the  surface  of  sites  identified  during  the  survey. 


SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS 

A  total  of  1  ft3  of  boxed  archaeological  materials  and  associated  documentation  have  been 
identified  for  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex.  Artifacts  recovered  during  the  1994  survey  include 
prehistoric  lithics  and  fire  cracked  rock,  as  well  as  historic  ceramics,  glass,  bricks,  roofing  tile, 
and  metal.  No  human  remains  were  excavated. 

As  of  the  date  of  this  report,  the  archaeological  materials  are  located  at  New  South 
Associates,  Irmo,  South  Carolina.  However  these  materials  are  scheduled  to  be  moved  to  the 
Alabama  Office  of  Archaeological  Services,  Moundville,  Alabama.  The  attached  Summary  of 
Current  Locations  of  Archaeological  Collections  from  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex  (Appendix 
HI)  provides  detailed  information  about  the  collection. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  locate  all  collections  cited  on  available  archaeological 
site  records  or  in  published  and  unpublished  references  to  archaeological  investigations  on  the 
installation. 

NAGPRA -Related  Materials 

No  sacred  objects,  objects  of  cultural  patrimony,  human  remains  or  funerary  objects  were 
identified  in  a  thorough  review  of  the  archaeological  records,  associated  literature,  and  telephone 
interviews.  The  final  determination  of  sacred  objects  or  objects  of  cultural  patrimony 
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may  be  established  upon  further  deliberation  with  Native  American  tribes  determined  to  be 
culturally  affiliated  and  providing  that  the  objects  meet  the  definitions  and  restrictions  specified 
in  NAGPRA.

NATIVE  AMERICAN  TRIBES  ASSOCIATED  WITH 
COOSA  RIVER  STORAGE  ANNEX 

Potential  cultural  affiliation  was  not  provided  on  any  of  the  site  forms  or  project  reports 
examined  by  the  MCX  for  the  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex.  However,  the  geographic  location  of 
the  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex  is  consistent  with  the  lands  judicially  established  as  the 
aboriginal  territory  of  the  Upper  Creek  Indians,  and  is  close  to  the  lands  judicially  established  as 
the  aboriginal  territory  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  (U.S.G.S.  n.d.). 

The  Creek  aboriginal  territory  encompassed  the  area  that  is  now  most  of  Georgia  and 
Alabama,  as  well  as  a  small  part  of  northern  Florida,  eastern  Louisiana  and  southern  Tennessee. 
The  majority  of  Creek  villages  were  situated  along  the  banks  of  the  Coosa,  Tallapoosa,  Flint, 
Ocmulgee,  and  Chattahoochee  rivers  (Waldman  1988:74).  In  1764,  Francis  Ogilvie  reported  the 
existence  of  twenty  Upper  Creek  towns  located  near  the  junction  of  the  Coosa  and  the  Tallapoosa 
Rivers  (Corkran  1967:6),  which  places  them  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex. 

The  modern  city  of  Talladega,  Alabama,  which  is  located  three  miles  northeast  of  the 
Storage  Annex,  takes  its  name  from  the  Abihka  town  of  the  same  name.  The  Abihka  town  of 
Talladega  was  one  of  two  branch  towns  that  arose  in  the  late  18th  -  early  19th  centuries  (S wanton 
1922:253).  The  Abihka  people  constituted  one  of  the  most  ancient  divisions  of  the  true 
Muskogee  (Creek),  and  according  to  Swanton  (1922:254),  appeared  in  the  oldest  migration 
legends. 

In  1835,  the  Creek  Indians  ceded  the  eastern  portion  of  what  is  now  Alabama,  including 
the  ground  now  occupied  by  the  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex,  to  the  United  States  government 
(Thomas  1980:51).  Later,  in  1836,  the  federal  government  and  the  government  of  Alabama  used 
a  unified  Creek  resistance  under  Eneah  Emothla  as  justification  for  the  tribe’s  complete 
relocation  to  Oklahoma  (Waldman  1985:184).  However,  a  few  small  Creek  groups  were  able  to 
avoid  the  relocation,  and  descendants  of  these  people  are  dispersed  into  discrete  communities 
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east  of  the  Mississippi.  According  to  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs'  July  1995  listing  entitled 
Summary  Status  of  Native  American  Acknowledgment  Cases,  the  only  federally  recognized  Creek 
community  east  of  the  Mississippi  is  the  Poarch  Band  located  in  southwestern  Alabama  (Bureau 
of  Indian  Affairs  1995). 

Based  oil  the! 97 B  Indian  Land  Claims  cases,  the  Cherokee  were  adjudicated  aboriginal 
tribal  occupancy  on  land  which  extended  longitudinally  from  the  southern  end  of  Kentucky  into 
northern  Alabama,  within  50  miles  of  the  Coosa  River  Storage  Annex  (U.S.G.S.  n.d.). 
Historically,  according  to  Michael  Johnson  (1993),  the  Cherokee  occupied  the  southern 
Appalachian  Mountains,  the  Great  Smokey  Mountains,  and  valleys  of  the  upper  Kanawha, 
Savannah,  Hiwassee,  Tuckasegee,  Coosa  and  Tennessee  Rivers  in  present  eastern  Tennessee, 
western  North  Carolina,  and  northern  Georgia  and  Alabama.  All  Cherokee  aboriginal  lands 
located  in  Alabama  were  ceded  to  the  United  States  Government  no  later  than  1835  in 
accordance  with  the  Treaty  of  New  Echota.  In  exchange,  the  Cherokee  received  most  of  what  is 
now  northeastern  Oklahoma  (King  1994:95-99).  The  descendants  of  this  group  now  comprise  the 
Cherokee  Nation  of  Oklahoma  in  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma  (King  1994:97-98)  and  the  United 
Keetoowah  Band  of  Cherokee  also  in  Tahlequah,  Oklahoma  (Slagle  1994:98-99).  A  small  band 
of  Cherokee  avoided  the  move  to  Oklahoma  and  remained  in  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina. 
The  descendants  of  this  group  now  comprise  the  Eastern  Band  of  Cherokee  Indians,  who  have  a 
reservation  in  western  North  Carolina  (King  1994:96-97).  All  of  the  Cherokee  bands  are 
federally  recognized. 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 


P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with 
federally  recognized  Native  American  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Enclosed  are  draft  NAGPRA 
Section  6  Summary  letters  (Appendix  I)  and  a  list  of  the  tribal  chairpersons  from  the  federally 
recognized  tribes  which  may  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections  (Appendix  II).  Both  the 
Creek  and  the  Cherokee  are  federally  recognized  tribes. 

Initial  consultation  should  be  conducted  on  a  government-to-government  basis.  Refer  to 
P_L  101-601  (NAGPRA)  for  specifics  on  required  Native  American  consultation  and  the  legal 
definitions  of  items  subject  to  NAGPRA.

Upon  your  written  request,  we  will  provide  you  access  to  review  our 
records,  catalogues,  relevant  studies,  or  other  pertinent  data  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
geographic  origin,  cultural  affiliation,  and  basic  facts  surrounding  acquisition  and  accession  of 
these  collections.
